widely different from Reſiſting their Lawful 
Governours. But I can't fee why your Lord- 
ſhip ſhould be in fo great a Paſſion with the 
Apocryphal Writings as to have em tore out of 
our Bibles, tho? there's no mighty matter to 
be learnt indeed, in being inform'd that 
when Tobit ment out his Dog follom'd him, and 
when he ſlept under the wall the Birds muted in 
ns Eyes ; yet for all that, the Books of Eccleſi- 
aſtidus are fit to be Read for Example, and the 
Story of Saſannah is very Inſtructive.
